.' Dakota County Pioneer

RICHARD D. ROCKWELL,
After an illness of a year or

more,
R. D. Rockwell, a pionecr resident
of thig county, died at highome three
miles southeast of Hubbard, Nebr.,
December 24, 1914, His death was
due to hardening of the arteries.
Ye had also been a sufferer with an
aggravated attack of gangrene on
his foot, caused by an  injury,
although not confined to his hed,
Deceased was born in Dekalb coun-
ty, Ind., January 21, 18561, Hecame
to Dakota county first on August 17,
1869, and Iater return  to Dekalb
county when on the 8th day of Oe-
tober, 1873, he svas martied to Susan
Meyers.

Internal Revenue Pointers

In answer to direct questions, the
collector of internal revenue for Ne-
braska, this week wrote the Dakota
County Abstract Compuny relative
to internal revenue to be paid on
deeds, ete., and as the information
will be of general interest to the
public, the Herald herewith presents
the substance.of the letter:

A deed is taxable according to the
interests conveyed. If the interest
is nominal and the property is con-
veved for a consideration of $1,
which is the full amount of the con-
sideration, there wouid be no tax.
No tax is required on notorial cer-
tificates of woc.nowledgments to
deeds, mortgug-s, assignments or
releases,

Bonds of publie officials, which in-
cludes state, county, city and school
distriet officers, are taxable. 1f the
sureties are personal, each bond re-
quires a b0 cent stamp. If the su-
rety is a guaranty company the only
tax required is one half of one per
cent of the premium charged .

All stamps of the denomination of
10 cents and larger must, in addition
to being canceled with the initials
and date, have three parallel lines
cut through them.

In addition to the foregoing it
might be well for all to learn that a
stamp for 2 cents on each $100 or
fraction thereof is required on all
promissory notes,

That a deed, instrument or writ-
ing whereby lands, tenements or
other realty sold shall be granted,
assigned, transferred, or otherwise
conveyed to, or vested in, the pur-
chaser or any other person by his
direction, when the econsideration or
value of the interest or property
conveyed, exclusive of the value of
any lien or encumbrance thereon,
exceeds 8100, and does not exceed
£500, requires a 50 cent stamp, and
for each additional $500 or fraction-
al part thereof in excess of $500, 50
rents,

No instrument in writing given to
secure a debt is taxable, except, of
course, noteg, This exempts mort-

Over the trenches may
uext be laid strips of metal of metal to
sapport the oaronssed. Before being
pluced over the supports, the sbdomi
vl and thoracie eavities ahould Le
opened and be liberally sprinkled with
kerosene. Thben the hog should be
placed belly downward over the fuel.
As scon ne the materisl in the trenoles
ie ignited, it will rapidly spread to the
kerossne and fat, and the body will
be quiokly consumed.

Bome of the talked of urw crops
which promise to bave grent vuloe in
wistern Nebrusks are the giwin roi-
gbhume Some of the most promirii g
vurieties of these are Kufir, fetenitu,
dwarl milo, and kuoliavg, These orops
are well known for the'r «bility to
withstund dry econditious, Iu fuct
they bave been adopted &8 stupdard
grain crops in large portions of west-
orn Kapsas, Oklashoms, ard Texus,
where they yield better thun corn.
One reason why they beve not been in-

roduced more extonsively in  western
Nobraska ia becuwnse of s luok of soflla-
iently varly matoring veristies The
lifficulty has now been practically
overcome by the selection and intro
duction of new and earlier types by
the United Btates Departmeut of Agri-
culture nod different experiment sta-
tions, The feeding value of the grain
produced is practionlly equul to that
of sorn,

Farmors are advised by the Nobrrsks
Expurimout Btation to grow s amall
plunt but not be too ready to grow
large noreages of the new grain sor-
ghums until exporience hus besr !
